Journal Building to Collapse, 


RESCUING THE VICTIMS. 


Fire Breaks Out Shortly After the Fall, 
Adding Its Horror to the 
Catastrophe. . 


* 2 — — 


DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 6-—At about 9 
o'clock this morning the boilers of the 
Journal building, at the corner of Larned 
and Shelby streets, exploded with terrific 
force. A portion of the building, about forty 
feet wide, immediately collapsed, burying 
scores of people in the ruins. 

Four dead ana several injured were taken 
out within a few minuutes. 

A great many girls and women were em- 
ployed in the building. The employes of the 
editorial department of the Journal are all 
reported to be saved. There were scores of 

rsons in the wrecked portion of the build- 


ng. ; 

Shortly after 9 o'clock the ruins broke 
out in flames, a the great clouds of stif- 
ling smoke seriously impeded the firemen 
in their work of rescue. 

t positively known that at the time 
of the collapse the stereotypers e on 
the fifth floor were: Michael Ward, Arthur 
Lynch and James Ross. All three of them 
went down in the wreck. 

In the third story was the Habbin Elec- 
trotype foundry, in which there were some 
half dozen men. 

In the top story was the Journal's ste- 
reotyping department, where four or five 
men were busy. 

As near as can be learned there were 
twenty-five or thirty at work in the build- 
ing, exclusive of those whe may have been 
injured while passing on the street. Three 
men and one woman were carried into the 
News office in a helpless condition within 
three minutes after the terrible explosion. 
Cries of others could be heard in the 
ruins, but the confusion was too great to 
secure details. 

The people who were brought into the 
News office were: Martin Meyer, advertis- 
ing solicitor of the 1 News; badly 
cut in neck and head; R. H. Foye, ad vertis- 
ing solicitor on the News, cut about the 
head; Frank G. Meiner, an artist in the 
Calvert Lithographing Co., terrible gash 
on forehead. 

The portion of the building directly above 
the boilers on the first floor was occupied 
by the Journal’s mailing department. About 
Hive men aad boys were there at work. 

In the second.story was George Hiller’s 
book bindery, tn which a couple of men and 
about a score of girls were employed. An 
of these people, men, boys and giris, were 
precipitated into the horrible chaos of 
ruin and escaping steam. 

The Fire Department was summoned at 
the ald of many persons 
who were att ted to the spot at once be- 
gan the work of rescuing the poor victims, 

The large ok is cut cleanly in two 
from front to rear by a gap of forty feet 
wide, at the bottom of which is an almost 
solid pile of timbers, brick and debris, into 
which the first hour or two of searching 
for bodies made but little progress. 

The John Davis Co., dealers in grocers’ 
sundries, occupied the ground floor and base- 
ment of one end of the building. The firm’s 
list of employes-is not large, but it is doubt- 
ful whether all escaped. he gap in the 
building extends through about half of the 
Davis establishment. 

The Journal's mailing department on the 
first floor was demolished, and the few em- 
ployes who were there at the time are not 
yet accounted for. 

At least half a dozen persons are believed 
to have been at work in Hiller’s book bind- 
ery on the second floor. Some of those who

“Miss Hamilton has

to her personal habits and character I only 
know from my observation of her in the 
office. I never saw any action that could 
lead me to suspect her 7 ything improper. 
She was of an cee modest and re- 
tiring nature, and had esteem and re- 
spect of all in the bui with whom she 
was brought ih contact. en Miss Ham- 
llton first entered my employ she declined 
to work on Sundays, ne the she was 
trying to lead a life consistent with her 
church membership. I respected her wishes 
until a very short time ago, when the busi- 
ness assumed such large proportions it was 
imperative she should work on Sundays. 

She was very efficient in the discharge 
of her duties, but I have noticed in the 
past cighteen months that she seemed for- 
getful at times, and would often seem 
puzzled over @ simple problem. Her work 
was clerical, not administrative, and the 
matters she forgot were easily corrected 
and did not interfere with her. usefulness. 
I have observed for some time that her 
health was bad and have endeavored to 
get her to leave for s vacation and re- 
cuperate.
